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INTRODUCTION. 


^  I  ^  O  the  man  of  feeling,  few  arguments  need 
be  ufed  in  favour  of  Medical  Charities. 
The  utility,  and  even  the  neceffity,  of  fuch  inlli- 
tutions,  is  fully  evinced  by  the  great  number  of 
objedts  continually  applying  to  them  for  relief. 

0 

To  fupport  a  decent  appearance,  and  purchafe 
the  mere  neceffaries  of  life,  is  as  much  as  the  hard¬ 
working  man  is  able  to  do,  at  this  time,  when  in 
full  employ.  From  a  variety  of  events  not  to  be 
forefeen,  a  total  fi:a£::natioh  in  his  branch  of  trade 
may  happen  ^  his  earnings  and  his  wants  have  hi¬ 
therto  kept  even  pace ;  he  has  not  therefore  been 
able  to  make  any  referve ;  his  lafl  penny  is  nearly 
fpent :  —  Under  thefe  circumflances  he  is  at¬ 
tacked  with  a  grievous  diforder,  and  probably  a 
numerous  family,  dependant  on  him  for  their 
daily  bread,  are  deprived  of  their  fupport : —  He 
now  feels  the  double  load  of  ficknefs  and  poverty  •, 
and,  withou:  the  charitable  interpofuion  of  the 
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benevolent  Samaritan,  muft  inevitably  fink  under 
its  weight. 

To  affift  iht  poor  in  fuch  fituations  of  compli¬ 
cated  diftrefs,  is  a  duty  incumbent  on  the  rich^ 
and  that  duty  a  Dispensary  affords  them  an 
opportunity  of  difcharging,  in  a  manner  the  mojt 
effe5!ual  'with  refped;  to  the  ‘poor^  and  the  leaji 
hurthenfome  with  refpedt  to  themjelves. 

The  peculiar  utility  of  this  mode  of  Charity,  by 
which  the  fick  poor  are  relieved  at  their  own  ha¬ 
bitations,  is  fo  fully  confirmed  by  experience,  and

the  general  voice  of  an  approving  public,  that  no 
apology  is  neceffary  for  extending  it  to  the  eaflern 

parts  of  this  city.

The  great  deficiencies  in  the  plan  of  an 
Hospital  are  compleatly  fupplied  in  that  of  a 
Disp  ENSARY.  The  induflrious  mechanic  who 
cannot,  without  great  inconvenience,  leave  his 
family  and  refide  in  an  Hofpital  *, — the  tender 
infant  who  cannot  be^  feparated  from  its  mother 
to'  receive  the  benefit  of  it  *, —  the  afthmatic  and 
confumptive  who,  from  the  nature  of  their  com¬ 
plaints,  cannot  be  admitted  into  it-,— all  thefe 
are  provided  with  the  requifitc  affdtance  in  this 
Charity. 
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The  fum  which  entitles  the  fubfcriber  to  the 
privileges  of  a  Governor  is  fo  fmall,  that  thofe 
who  are  pofiefled  but  of  moderate  fortunes  may- 
render  themfelves  highly  ufeful  to  their  indigent 
neighbours,  and  enjoy  the  exalted  pleafure  of 
becoming,  through  the  medium  of  this  Eftablifh- 
ment,  eyes  to  the  blind, — feet  to  the  lame, — and 
health  to  the  Tick. 

■  A  provifion  is  likewife  made  in  thi's  Inilltutidn 
for  delivering  poor  married  women  at  their  own 
habitations.

The  great  ufeful nefs  of  the  Lying-in  Charity^ 
eftablifhed  for  the  like  purpofe,  in  the  year' 1757, 
is  generally  acknowledged ;  but  as  the  objedls 
applying  to  that  Charity  have,  for  a  conhderable 
time  pad:,  greatly  exceeded  the  number  which 
could  be  relieved  by  it,  the  propriety  of  this  part 
of  the  defign  is  fufficiencly  obvious. 

In  common  cafes,  the  patients  will  have  the 
alTiftance  of  women  well  inftruded  in  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  their  art  ;  in  cafes  of  difficulty  and 
danger,  they  will  be  attended  by  the  Phy/ician  and 
Man-midwife  ;  and,  in  extraordinary  cafes,  they 
will  have  the  additional  aid  of  the  Confulting 
Phyfician  and  Man-midwife, 
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vi  '  INTRODUCTION. 

The  fupporters  of  this  department  will  be  in- 
ftriimental  in  faving  many  a  tender  hufband  from 
the  moft  pungent  grief — many  an  affeftionate 
wife,  with  her  helplefs  offspring,  from  the  grave — 
and,  which  is  a  confideration  of  no  little  import¬ 
ance,  in  fupplying  the  public  with  many  expe¬ 
rienced  and  fkilful  midwives.

On  thefe  principles  the  Middlesex  Dispensary 
is  founded  •,  and  as  the  number  of  refpedfable  per- 
fons  who  refide  in  the  eaftern  parts  of  the  metro¬ 
polis  is  confiderable,^  and  the  multitude  of  necef- 
fitous  poor  who  live  around  them  is  great,  the 
moft  fanguine  expedlations  may  be  reafonably  en¬ 
tertained,  that  it  will  foon  be  an  Institution  as

RULE  I. 

HIS  Charity  fiiall  confift  of  a  Prefident, 


A  Vice  Prefidents,  a  Treafurer,  and  Go¬ 
vernors,  together  with  fuch  Officers  and  Servants 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  neceffiary.  .

At  the  Quarterly  General  Meeting  in 
January,  a  Committee  fliall  be  appointed  to  audit 
the  Treafurer  s  account  for  the  year  ;  and  to  form 
a  Truft  for  all  fubferiptions  paid  by  Life  Go¬ 
vernors,  which  fhall  be  placed  in  the  Public 
Funds,  as  long  as  fhall  be  found  neceffary,  and 
the  intereft  thereof  added  to  the  annual  income.
